DETAILED ACTION 



In the amendment file 6/20/05 Applicant argues that Example 7 shows that peptide A and Peptide 
C displace the interaction between G3BP and Mab F1 and that this would lead one skilled in the art to 
make a monoclonal antibody that binds to the region spanning amino acids 22-55 and induced apoptosis. 
This is merely an assertion because the rejection is based on that the fact that the prior art teaches that 
not all antibody that bind a tumor antigen are capable of inducing apoptosis. Applicant has not provided 
any objective evidence to show that the antibody spanning amino acid 22-55 can induce apoptosis. 
Furthermore, it is not clear how the addition of amino acid 35-41 into the peptide would affect the binding 
of the antibody.
